The Church and Industry 


(From the Bishop’s Pastoral Letter) 


The conditions prevailing in the industrial and economic 
order are such that the Christian Church is compelled to exer- 
cise a discriminating and generous judgment. It may not be 
dogmatic where economic policies are concerned. On the other 
hand, it can not observe the rule of discreet silence or of cold 
indifference when the large and vital interests of either labor or 
capital are involved. Business and religion are intimately re- 
lated; to divorce them issues in confusion and chaos. The 
Master’s concern for the under-privileged and neglected folk 
was repeatedly manifested in His habit and teaching. That 
millions of the people of our country are denied the common 
necessities of life, that approximately one-third of our pepula- 
tion is below the poverty level, that there is widespread want 
in a land that is abundantly productive, make evident the la- 
mentable inadequacy of existing economic systems. 


With these conditions the Church is immediately and vi- 
tally concerned. If our present Christian civilization produced 
these ills, then obviously it has departed from the mighty prin- 
ciples enunciated by Christ. 


We hold that the recognition of a partnership relation be- 
tween employer and employe is required not only by principles 
of Christian brotherhood but as a policy insuring the largest 
measure of economic satisfaction to all concerned. 


We hold that the right of employes to organize and to bar- 
gain collectively is necessary. 


Unemployment insurance and adequate provision for old 
age should be the concern and responsibility of society. 


That child labor should be abolished is a principle so well 
recognized that an affirmation of the proposition is hardly nec- 
essary. The Church should take a position of leadership in the 
movement to consolidate the gains already made.

One of the disturbing factors 
General Convention about General Convention is 

that there are too many things 
going on at once. Even those who have no responsi- 
bility for regular attendance at either House of the 
Convention or at the Woman’s Auxiliary are perplex- 
ed by the multitude of interests. It is like one of the 
old-fashioned, over-stocked menus of a country hotel. 
The alternatives are strict and unhappy limitation or 
indigestion. At Atlantic City this was particularly true 
for the deputies met a mile away from the bishops 


and the Auxiliary a half-mile still farther along the 
Boardwalk. 


The meetings of the House of Bishops and alto- 
gether too much committee work coupled with the 
distance handicap cut me off from many mass meet- 
ings and from much casual, happy, social intercourse. 
I did not even see our Woman’s Auxiliary delegation 
more than twice. 


I must, therefore, attempt here no general descrip- 
tion but merely set down a few comments, chiefly on 
the actual business done by the men in the Conven- 
tion itself. 


The first impression, emphasized from all sides, of 
the legislative work is the fine spirit of brotherhood 
in which all was carried on. By way of example, if 
ever there has been a contentious issue before the 
Church it is that of the change of name. This year 
the matter was before us in the form of a proposal to 
drop the word “Protestant” from our title. The 
Bishops did not debate the matter, for it was dis- 
cussed first and proposals of change defeated in the 
House of Deputies, but all who were present speke of 


the courtesy and mutual intelligent understanding of 
the debate. 


The action of the Deputies was, I am sure, wise. 
Probably very few people, if we were choosing now 
4 name for the Church, would think of putting in 
Protestant. But to take it out would be a different 
matter. At this critical time, with immediate prob- 
lems pressing us hard, we need as never before a 
united front. To have taken action (it could not have 
been completed) at this time looking to change would 
have brought indignation and sorrow to hundreds of 
thousands of good Church people. It would have 
made our immediate task immensely harder. Fur- 


thermore just at this moment when the world tend- 
encies in religion as well as political and economic 
matters are all toward the submerging of individual 
liberty it is satisfactory to hold on to a good old 
word which means liberty and the worth of the in- 
dividual. It is not the antithesis of Catholic. It is 
descriptive of that type of Catholicism which is char- 
acteristic of the Anglican Communion. 

There was a fine spirit of brotherhood. There was 
also a determination to deal with our immediate 
aay ooo with vigor and intelligence. The Convention 

y large majorities accepted the proposals of the 
Committee on Budget and Program which under the 
lead of Bishop Maxon had been working all summer 
on the financial difficulties. They discarded for the 
time being (I hope permanently) the system of 
mathematical quotas for the dioceses, a system 
which for our parishes and missions we have for 
several years found unworkable. The dioceses, through 
their representatives, were asked to fix an objective 
for 1935 which they felt was reachable. Your Bishop 
and Deputies—after careful consideration of our past 
giving, both regular and special—accepted an objec- 
tive of $12,500. That is a 25 per cent increase over 
our “expectancy” for this year but it is less than we 
shall give, counting the Whitsunday and Everyman’s 
offering. We ought to reach it. Don’t forget that it 
depends on you! 

The Convention, on report of the same committee, 
adopted a much curtailed but nevertheless reasonable 
budget. It took also an important step in regard to 
administration, relieving the Presiding Bishop who 
has many duties as such besides his responsibilty 
for his own diocese, from the administrative and ex- 
ecutive work of the National Council. Bishop Perry 
continues to be chairman of the Council but Bishop 
Cook of Delaware is to take over the presidency. An- 
other forward step was the election of four women 
to be members of the National Council. I do not know 
whether the women cared much about it but cer- 
tainly the Church is inadequately officered until they 
have a part in the determining of the major policies 
of its corporate work. 


Some steps were taken in the direction of unity: 
provision for affiliation of congregations using so- 
called alien rites, treating the ordination in our 
Church of ministers not episcopally ordained as a 
supplementary ordination, acceptance of terms of in- 
ter-communion with fhe Old Catholics and the request 
that the Committee on Ecclesiastical Relations report 
to the next General Convention on the matter of 
membership in the Federal Council. All these were 
gains. 

But on the whole the Convention was very conser- 
vative, far more so than at Denver three years ago. 
The retaining of the word Protestant in the name and 
the reversal of the action of three years ago on 
translation of Bishops, on the resignation of a Bishop 
and on the marriage of deaconesses all were simply 
expressions of the conservative spirit. Take e. g. the 
matter of the résignation of a Bishop. The Church 
wisely threw around it safeguards which would pre- 
vent a Bishop from resigning in some moment of 
strain or for some entirely inadequate reason. It re- 
quired the consent of the House of Bishops. But when 


‘that was adopted one hundred and two years ago 


there were only thirteen Bishops in the Church, few- 
er than now in the Province of the Pacific. It was a 
reasonable provision. But why, with 128 Bishops 
spread all over the country and the world who must 
inevitably act on the recommendation of a committee, 
we should not provide the simpler machinery of ref- 
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The Archdeacon’s Letter . . . 


My Dear Friends in the Diocese of California: 


Now that we are back fsom the General Conven- 
tion it is but proper that everyone of us should tell 
the story as often as we may. 


It would be hard to tell what the Convention ac- 
complished. 


The opening service was a striking illustration of 
power. Think of about thirty thousand people gather- 
ed for an Episcopal service. They were there all right. 
The photographer said that it was the largest group 
he had ever seen at Convention Hall. Now that is say- 
ing a lot when you remember that Convention Hall 
is used for indoor football games, polo games and 
ice hockey. More people at a church service than at 
a football game! Pretty hard to believe it but I sup- 
pose it is true. At all events it was mighty impressive 
to see over a thousand in the choir and about seven 
hundred presbyters and about a hundred and twenty 
bishops. There has been some talk about ecclesiastical 
millinery; however, the vestments were just about as 
simple as they could be, though there were lots of 
them. 


The next event that appealed was the United Thank 
Offering service on the second day. There was a large 
attendance at the Convention hall and the offering 
was collected by members of the Girls’ Friendly So- 
ciety. A most unusual event occurred when, at an 
evening meeting in the interests of the Church’s pro- 
gram, a clergyman referred to the small offering at 
the opening service and asked for an outpouring of 
money on the altar steps. At first a few went forward 
and then it seemed as though nearly the whole of a 
congregation of several thousand went forward and 


erence to the Bishops of the Province, it is bard to 
see. There is no reason. It is only conservatism. 


This showed in the reception of the flood of social 
resolutions. The Convention did express itself admir- 
ably on war; as it did in a very limited way on other 
social matters. What it did was all right; but what it 
might have done! Some of us could have wished that 
it might have been more. 


It was, in short, a friendly, fine spirited, sane, con- 
servative Convention. It did some good things. It de- 
feated others. It was not great but it was earnest, de- 
voted and eager to do the Lord’s work.

One of the happy moments of Con- 
Bishop Nichols vention for a great many who were 

there was the moment when it was 
announced that the House of Deputies had confirmed 
the election by the House of Bishops, upon nomina- 
tion of the Church in China, of the Rev. John W. 
Nichols to be Bishop Suffragan of Shanghai. It is 
supposed that, by the time this paper appears, Dr. 
Nichols will be already consecrated. We in California 
are very happy about his election. We know that he 
is worthy to carry on in China the memorable work 
of his father in this Diocese. He has already brought 
renewed honor to our Bishop Nichols’ name and we 
know that under his guidance the Church in the Dio- 
cese of Shanghai will go forward with increasing 
power. He has been for many years our own mis- 
sionary. We are happy to think that he is now our 
own missionary Bishop and we pray God’s blessing 
upon him and his work. 


that there would never be an end of people going 
forward to make a special offering. When it was over 
the steps were covered with bills of all sizes and with 
silver. 


The representatives of the Church in the foreign 
field made a stirring appeal to the Church not to 
withdraw nor hold back at this time. Self-support 
was being taught in the young native churches but 
they still need guidance and help. “Missions” is a 
word with a real meaning and punch to it in a land 
where there are but few Christians. President F. C. 
M. Wei of St. John’s, Shanghai, was one of the most 
impressive speakers. The presentation of the Depart- 
ment of Domestic Missions had as its chief speaker 
Mr. George Wharton Pepper of Pennsylvania. The 
next day one heard on every hand that his talk was 
the most inspiring of all Convention talks. It should 
be remembered that Mr. Pepper gave the Yale lec- 
tures on preaching a few years ago. 


The Diocese of New Jersey did a great thing in 
preparing an historical film, showing the planting of 
our Church here from the earliest times, including 
the service at Drake’s Bay, to the present, with the 
various forms of service which the Church is render- 
ing the Nation and the world. The film is a long one 
but an intensely interesting one that will be available 
for use anywhere it is wanted. 


To me the most impressive part of the Convention 
was the part the laymen took in its work and in the 
debates. For fhem it meant giving up either a vaca- 
tion or business. When men give up from two to 
three weeks not for pleasure or an easy time but for 
hard work, we ought to be impressed with the loyalty 
and devotion of our laity. Besides these laymen there 
were ever so many laywomen at the sessions of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. I was privileged to work on a 
committee with some of the laymen, under one of 
their number as chairman of the committee. The 
committee held meetings before the morning sessions 
of the Convention and sometimes during the noon 
recess and once in the evening, after which meeting 
a subcommittee worked till late into the night. 

A committee on resolutions dealing with the world 
matters and so forth had Mr. Pepper for a member. 
He worked from 3:00 in the afternoon till 3:00 in the 


morning, going over a mass of resolutions, digesting 


them and then writing a rough draft of a report. It 
is not the report that I am drawing attention to but 
to the fact that laymen are tremendously interested 
in the Church. After all it is as much their Church as 
the clergy’s Church, though it belongs to neither but 
the Christ whose members we all are. But think what 
it really means to the life of the Church and to its 
advancement when the affairs of the Church are the 
affairs of all its members and not of just a few. 


Two reports had an expression which I trust is the 
motto of the Church for the coming three years. The 
expression occurs in the report on “Aided Dioceses 
and Missionary Districts,” a study of domestic mis- 
sions, and again in the report of the Committee on 
Budget and Program which began its meetings five 
days before the Convention and had done much work 
all summer. These are the words: “Thank God and 
take courage.”

Anniversary of Consecration of First Bishop

It may be of interest to many communicants in the 
Diocese of California to know that the seal of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia, a corporation, has embodied in it the shield, 
the key and the crozier from the arms of Bishop 
Seabury. The Iona cross on our seal is significant of 
the Scotch succession of the episcopate, associated 
with Iona Island, from which succession Bishop Sea- 
bury received his consecration at Aberdeen in 1784. 


Concerning Our Visiting Team 


The National Council of the Church is sending 
twenty teams to the dioceses and missionary districts 
of the Church. The team visiting the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia will be as follows: 

The Very Rev. Alexander H. Blankingship has 
been dean of Holy Trinity Cathedral, Havana, since 
1927, which means that the has been in service there 
during the most difficult days that cathedral has ever 
known. The severe depression, worse than anything 
this country can show, has drawn a constant stream 
of Americans and others of the cathedral away from 
Havana, while need for the Church’s ministrations 
has increased. The dean is a native of Virginia and 
a gradute of the Vrginia Theological Seminary. 

The Rev. Thomas Raymond Jones has been rector 
of St. James Church, South Pasadena, California, 
since 1931. He is a native of New York State, a grad- 
uate of Syracuse University and of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary. After his ordination in 1917 he did 
parish work in the Diocese of Central New York un- 
til coming to his present parish. He has a special in- 
terest in religious education and the Church School. 

Miss Rebekah L. Hibbard of South Pasadena has 
just been nominated by the Woman’s Auxiliary trien- 
nial and elected by General Convention a member of 
the National Council, one of the first four to be 
chosen for that office when for the first time women 
are now admitted to the Council’s membership. West- 
ern women speak of Miss Hibbard as one of their 
most representative younger leaders. She is already 
known in the Diocese of California, as she was elected 
by the Province to membership on the National Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Auxiliary. She was chairman of 
the board for 1934. She is a former president of the 
Auxiliary in the Diocese of Los Angeles and also has 
been diocesan educational secretary. She was a dele- 
gate from Los Angeles to the triennial convention of 
1934 and the three preceding triennials of Woman’s 
Auxiliary. Coming directly from Atlantic City, she 
brings first-hand information regarding the work of 
that great gathering of more than 500 women leaders 
from the Church at home and abroad.

Mark’s. 

Rev. J. Lindsay Patton, rector of St. Mark’s, wel- 
comed the visitors and Rev. Theodore Bell of All 
Souls Church preached an inspiring sermon. The 


united choir of over 100 was under leadership of Mr. 
Myard Jones of St. Clement’s and Mme. Ivan Vanni, 
leader of St. Mark’s choir, rendered beautifully the 
offertory solo “Saviour, Blessed Saviour.”

A Minimum and a Maximum Wage 


The following resolution was adopted by the Com- 
mission on Social Justice of the Conference of Ameri- 
can Rabbis: 

“Even at the so-called peak of prosperity in 1929 
80 per cent and more of those engaged in gainful oc- 
cupations received an income lower than necessary 
to provide the minimum family budget worked out 
and established by statisticians and economists. This 
low purchasing power of the people is not due to lack 
of income in this or any other country. The difficulty 
is that the total national income in every country is 
unwisely and inequitably distributed. The Federal 
Government of the United States and the Interna- 
tional Labor Office at Geneva have established the 
principle of the minimum wage. But the amount of 
the minimum wage that is high enough to make a 
normal life for all workers possible depends alto- 
gether upon the amount we shall permit individuals 
with large incomes to retain from year to year. We 
can not raise low incomes to the proper level without 
at the same time lowering the level of large incomes. 
There is a point below which no wage should fall as 
a matter of decency and justice and there is also a 
point above which no income should be allowed to 
rise, also as a matter of social justice and human de- 
cency. The minimum wage can never be high enough 
to be just unless the maximum income is low enough 
to make justice possible.”

The poor 
boys stood most of the time, so they might keep 
properly. balanced positions but between the periods 
of singing they lay on the floor or leaned against one 
another. The thrill of being “on the air” seized every- 
one and great was the anticipation of hearing the fin- 
ished product. When the record was finally run it was 
pronounced perfect. The boys had never heard their 
own voices and great was the amusement. During 
December, listen in to the choir of Grace Cathedral, 
San Francisco, sing the immortal carols. 


During October we have had as preachers—in addi- 
tion to the Rev. Edward Morgan—Spencer Miller, the 
authority on industrial relations; Bishop White, for- 
mer Bishop of Honan and now head of the depart- 
ment of Oriental languages and literature in Toronto 
University; the Rev. George W. Barrett of St. Paul’s, 
Oakland; and the Rev. D. R. Wallace of St. Augus- 
tine’s, Oakland.

On Sunday afternoon, November 4, the Bishop gave 
an interesting account of the salient points in the pro- 
ceedings of an impressive Convention.

The Christian Church and the State 


(From “The Crisis in Christianity” by Dr. Charles C. 
Morrison, in “The Christian Century.”’) 


The emergence of the social gospel in our time 
confronts the church with ihe probability that for 
many years to come the Christian church will exist in 
a constant state of tension with the political state. We 
are just at the beginning of this struggle. It is my 
judgment that the supremely important public issue 
during the next decade will be the problem which 
grows out of the determination of the Christian 
church to reorinent itself in its relation to the state. 
A clash between two totalitarianisms—this is the 
drama whose unfolding will reveal the destiny of 
western civilization. The church is beginning to recoil 
at the use to which it has long been put by the mam- 
mon of this world. It sees, though dimly, that it must 
disengage itself from complicity in the secular system 
at every point where the secular system represents a 
standard that falls below the standard of the Chris- 
tian gospel. This will prove to be an indescribably 
difficult thing to do. The church has for so long 
basked in the sunshine of capitalism and the patron- 
age of the state, it has for so long measured its suc- 
cesses in the magnitudes of numbers and of wealth, 
it has for so long courted and flattered the rich, it 
has for so long carried the banner of Christ in the 
vanguard of the army of Mars, it has for so long ac- 
cepted and solicited its economic support from the 
privileged beneficiaries of the capitalist system, it has 
for so long enjoyed the proud sense of respectability 
and security that comes from its uncriticized relation 
to the independent bourgeois classes, it has for so 
long been building up its own elaborate economy of 
property and institutions and clerical prestige on the 
basis of the existing system, it has amassed such 
huge endowments whose stability and productiveness 
depend upon maintaining the political and economic 
Status quo and, above all, it has for so long accus- 
tomed its mind to the acceptance of an ethical phil- 
osophy which sets up the acquisitive cupidity of the 

economic man” as the very dynamic of human prog- 
ress, and which regards the field of economic effort 
as the chief realm in which the virtues of character 
are to be won—in a word, our evangelical piety of 
the inner life has so long served economic selfishness 
and political power that nothing short of a moral 
revolution will avail to disentangle it from this public 


—? to which it has allowed itself to be prosti- 
uted. 


As we follow the gleam with which the social gos- 
pel lights our path we shall have need of all the hero- 
ism that belongs to our Christian faith. And we need 
have no anxiety concerning what will happen to the 
inner life of men and women engaged in this high 
emprise. In forsaking the comfortable relation in 
which the Christian church has for four hundred 
years dwelt side by side with the capitalistic, national- 
istic, imperialistic and militaristic state, there will 
revive among us conditions something like those under 
which the early church itself lived and won its way 
to glory by carrying the assertion of its autonomy to 
the point of martyrdom.
